The decree called for hiring of 
50 per cent of the new firemen 
from minority ranks _ until 240 
blacks and Spanish-surnamed Per- 
sons had been hired and ground 
rules establishedqd for future hiring 
Practices. Some city-officials have 
Said_ this would violate the City 
charter.

Between 1882 and 1943，people from China were ex- 
cluded from the United States，Chinese who already lived 
here 一 mostly men 一 were unable to bring their families to 
this country and had to visit China in order to _ maintain 
family relationships. It was not until 1968 that the Chinese 
were given the Same immigration rights as residents of other 
coOuntrles， As a result，in the past four years， many new 
Chinese immigrants, Imostly relatives of those already here， 
have come to live in Chinese communities like the one in 
9an Francisco. 

Many of these people have limited skills and speak no 
Enghsh. They work at jobs in restaurants, Stores, OF garment 
factories whlich pay even less than welfare. Children faced 
with a school systermn which cannot effectively deal with 
their language limitations，are quickly lost in the shuffle。 
Housing conditions in Chinatown are the worst in the Bay 
Area and the tuberculosis and suicide rates there are the 
highest in the United States. 

For most San Franclscans, these thlings are invisible. What 
We see ls the violence of youth gang killings and we respond 
by demanding that the police do something. Well there is a 
need for good police work in Chinatown,， but more than 
that，the city must initiate programs for better housing in 
Chinatown and se that minimum wage laws are enforced 
It must develop langauge and manpower Programs for adnults 
and better bilingual programs in the schools so that young 
people don't have to turn to the streets. 

The city must establish comprehensive health programs 
and recreation facilities，It must devise economic develop- 
ment Programs to Start new businesses and create new jobs. 
Only then will the problems in Chinatown be met effec- 
tively.

ACTIVE FOR A DECADE 

In _ describing the development 
of the Bay Area's delegation to 
the Fair，Caylor stressed that the 
city's business community has 
been active in the campaign for 
more open United States-main- 
land Chinese relations for almost 
a decade. 

“The San 。 Francisco business 
community was the first in the 
United States to show an interest 
in opening trade with mainland 
China,”said Caylor.“In 1964, the 
Trade Division of the Chamber of 
Cormmerce adopted a Position rec- 
ommending _ that the U.S. review 
its trade embargo with China. At 
that time also，we wished to ex- 
amine the possibility of sending 
a table-tennis team to the main- 
land. 

“Between 1964 and 1969，we 
took advantage of all possibilities 
to _ share our views with other 
American business organizations. 
Late in 1969 we explored the 
jidqdea of sending a business group 
to China. Shortly after the table- 
tennis team was invited, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce combined its 
efforts with those of the Cali- 
fornia Council for International 
Trade and the Committee for a 
New China Policy to work on the 
possibility of a Bay Area trade 
delegation visiting China.-One rea- 
son for this coalition was to elimi- 
nate the confusion that would 
arise 还 three groups from the 
Bay Area were to apply for visas. 

“In addition，there was a nat- 
ural affinity among the organiza- 
tions; all three groups had Pre- 
table-tennis ”credentials 一 让 Was 
not an oOpportunistic coalition. We 
then put togehter a proposed dele- 
gation with a broad representa- 
tion of business interests and sub-

The RCMP recruited their first 
policeman from Hong 让 ong in 
1960 when the need for a Chinese- 
speaking officer first arose.

Their 
salaries range from C$y8,000 to 
C$11,000 a year.

FALL FAIR 

Though the Spring Fair saw dnly 
a small effort to sell American 
products to China since the em- 
Phasis” was on buying，the Fall 
Fair which opens ”October 15 
should bring on a greater export 
effort. At the Spring Fair，the 
Chinese were most 'interested in 
high-technology Products，such as 
communication ， equipment，air- 
craft，and _ medicine. For their 
part，thbe American representatives 
signed contracts for Chinese con- 
sumer goods, handicrafts，carpets， 
and fireworKks. 

During his visit，Caylor also 
spoke with many responsible per-

Imeetings was first，to forge con- 
tacts， and， second，to identity

Though kept at a minimum，

WITHOUT HASSLES 

“了 了 olitical 。 differences were 
brought up，sometimes by the 
Chinese，sometimes by me，but 
always in the most polite conven- 
tional way and without any has- 


sles,” says Caylor. “We were in 
the country at the time when 
the mining of Haiphong was an- 
nounced, and yet there was no un- 
pleasantness due to it. There were 
none of the scathing posters of 
yesteryear，indicating the “Ameri- 
can imperialists and their running 
dogs.” 了 Political slogans had been 
painted over. The introduction of

ing to Canada and，as a result， 
none of them had to go through 
any training on arrival here. 

Asked how the RCMP recruits 
from Hong 玉 ong,. Inspector Vaugh 
replied: “When we feel that there 
is a need for Hong 玉 ong police- 
men，we write to the police com- 
missioner in Hong 玉 ong asking 
him about police officers who 
wish to come to Canada as immi- 
grants. 

“In reply，the police commis- 
sioner would provide us with 
names and background of the in- 
terested persons. 

“We then communicate with the 
recommended officers and advise 
them to come to Canada through 
tbhe normal immigration channel 让 
they are interested in joining the 
RCMP . 

He added that recruiting is done 
with the full knowledge，coopera- 
tion and assistance of the commis- 
Sioner. “We dom't intend to take 
them away from the.Hong 玫 ong 
police force，”he explained.

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AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 
1N CHINATOWN URGED 


工 . Ling-chi Wang，executive sec- 
retary of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action，today called on all Chi- 
nese community .service agencies 
“to commit themselves to the hir- 
ing of quajified bilingual bicultural 
personnel, from top to bottom, as 
a positive step towards providing 
quality services to both Chinese- 
speaking and English-speaking peo- 
ple in the Chinatown-North Beach 
area.” 

Wang，a strong advocate for 
equal _ employment opportunity 
and a fair share of public services 
for the Chinese, made the unusual 
appeal“because Some community 
agencies are not requiring and hir- 
ing bilingual bicultural personnel 
for administrative and professional 
Positions in key services SUuch as 
aging，health，mental health，edu- 
cation，etc.”He failed，however， 
to_ mention the names of these 
agencies. 

“This trend is most disturbing in 
these days of affirmative action 
hiring and community accounta- 
bility,”Wang said.“I think these 
agencies are becoming as irrespOon- 
sive to _ community needs for qual- 
ity bilingual services as the huge 
government bureaucracies that 
deny vital services to our commu- 
nity by refusing to hire qualified 
bilingual bicultural social workers， 
nurses，doctors，teachers，Ppolice- 
men，counselors and administra- 
tors. 

“TIt is extremely irresponsible for 
community agencies to ignore the 
serVice mneeds of the_ community 
and to deny job opportunity to 
qialified Chinese，” Wang con- 
tinued. 

“There are many talents and 
experts in the Chinese community. 
Let's not forget that we bave an 
obligation to _ see that these com- 
munity resources are Used for the 
good of the community,” he said . 

Wang commended agencies that 
have taken positive steps in affir- 
mative action hiring. He also sug- 
gested that the community may 
have to monitor the hiring poli- 
cies and Practices of community 
agencies that fail to _ require and 
hire bilingual bicultural personnel.
